BOOK REVIEW 


THE EEL: 


BIOLOGY AND MANAGEMENT OF ANGUILLED EELS. 


F.W.Tesch. 


(English Edition by P.H.Greenwood) 


(Chapman and Hall,London 1977. Price £18.00 (ISBN 0 412 14370 4)) 


The mystery of the anguilled eels, particularly the catadromous Common Eel 
of European waters, has intrigued biologists for a very long time. It was not 
until Schmidt published the results of his extensive studies in the Atlantic 
in the 1920's that it was known that the eel drifted across the ocean to Eur- 
ope in its larval stages of leptocephalus and elver from its spawning grounds 
deep in the Sargasso Sea. 


Many mysteries centre around this group of fishes and one, still unsolved, 


is whether the common eel in Europe, after changing from its ‘yellow’ to sea- VOLe 
going ‘silver’ form does in fact ever succeed in returning to its spawning S 
grounds. Such a question poses a number of problems for fishery managers who 

consider the eel a valuable resource to be managed wisely but effectively. 1979 


With the increased development of eel farming around the world in countries 
as far apart as Japan and Scotland, the timely English translation and revision 
of Dr.Tesch's classic monograph on Der Aal, first published in Hamburg and 
Berlin in 1973, is most welcome. The book is a well-balanced and detailed syn- 
thesis of the research carried out on the genus Anguilla, not only on the two 
Atlantic species, A.anguilla and A.rostrata, but also on the Indo-Pacific ones. 
The text covers all aspects of the natural history of these fishes, with spec- 
ial emphasis on the ecology, reproduction, migration, physiology, fishery man- 
agement, fishing techniques and fish farming. 


The task of revising and up-dating a monograph, to say nothing of its tra- 
nslation is heavy and unenviable. For this reason the reviewer should try not 
to be over-critical. Indeed in this case it is very difficult to be critical 
as Dr.Greenwood of the Department of Zoology in the British Museum has done an 
excellent job. However, for someone who has studied eels in a limited way I 
find it difficult to understand why no reference has been made to the book on 
the European eel by Sinha and Jones published by the University of Liverpool 
Press in 1975.
